England family.

Aaron Cleveland, wns a Congregational min-

Conn., nnd 
was 


the author of » greatmujiber of anti-slavery 
papers. 
Richard, tho father of the nom- 


inee, wus educated for tho Presbyterian niin- 
fctry. Mai-rying a Miss Keal, of Baltimori), 
ho became a pastor of n church in Kow Jer- 
sey, whero Grovor tvos born. Tho Rov. Mi-. 
Cleveland afterward removed to Fuyottc- 
ville, K, Y., where ho hod promise of a 
larger salary. Hero tho present Democratic 
leader attended tho common school.

w»s_emp!oyed in tbo'villngo store at a. salary 
of $CO a year, and if ho proved com- 
rotont

the 


second year. His .father removed to Clinton, 
Oneida county, and tbis gavo the boy an op- 
portunity to attend an academy. Here lie 
remained until the family removed to Hol- 
land Patent, about flftoon miles north of 
Utica, Thi-eo weeks after tho family's re- 
moval tho elder Cleveland died suddenly. 
The family broke up, and Grovor removed 
to Now York city, whore Le accepted a posi- 
tion us under teacher In an nsylum for tho 
blind. Ho remained hero two years, and 
then started for tho west, intending to go 
to Cleveland, Ohio. 
His only reason 1'or 


making this selection was that tho city bore 
his miuio. On his way ho stopped at Buffalo 
to visit his uncle, Lewis P. Allen, a stock- 
breeder. Hotoldliimthatnowanfed to bo 
n. lawyer. His uncle tried'to dissuade him 
from this purpose, and finally induced him 
to accept employment as a compiler of n, 
herd-book at a salary of $30 a year 
tmd board.

como a lawyer ho succeeded in enter- 
ing tho law ofllco of Rogers, Brown & 
Rogers, ot Buffalo. At tho oud cf fouryean 
ho was managing clerk in tho office. Iu 1653 
ho was admitted to tbo bar and remained 
with bis employers until 1608, -when ho was 
appointed assistant1 district attorney of Erie 
county. In ISOj ho was nominated by the 
Democrats for district attorney, but was de- 
feated by Lymonk Bass. He formed a, part- 
nership with I. V. Vandflrpool in 1SOG, which, 
was continued until 1809, when tho firm of 
Ltuiing, Cleveland & Folson was formed. In 
Kovomber, 1S70, Mr. Cleveland wns oloctxxl 
sheriff of Erie count}-, and at tho close of his 
term ho joinod tho firm of Bass, Cleveland & 
Bissell, Iu 1SS1 lio was elected mayor of 
Buffalo, and before tho expiration of his 
term was elected governor of New York, de- 
feating Secretary Folgor by a majority of 
somo Ite.OOO.

shadowed all other Democrats who had presi- 
dential aspirations.

There is usually previous ill-health and 
doprossion, with groat desire for solitude, in 
those cases of suicido by tho insano, many of 
which could bo prevented by tho timely ex 
orciso of proper caro aud supervision, as is 
clearly shown by thoir mostly occurring 
among those lunntics who aro not under 
proper restraint 


Melancholia is tho name given to that form 


of delusional insanity, or 
partial moral 


mania, which chiefly manifests itsolE in a 
desire for solf-dostmctiou. 
Hypochondriacs 


may ba said to bo in tho first stage of this, 
and in tho first stngo vory fortunately most 
of them romain. Thoy feel death would be a 
blessing, and aro constantly talking about 
Icilling themselves; but they aro vory irreso- 
lute, aud if thoy do summon up courago 
enough to make tho attempt it is generally 
abortlvo, and is not repeated. 


Contrary to tho generally recoived opinion, 


tho spring and summer aro tho seasons when 
suicides do most abound. The mouths of 
March, Juno and July aro those chiefly 
affected by males for • this purpose, whilo 
females seem to prefer September, the njuch- 
abused'Novombor and January. Tho timo 
of day chosen for tho deed is usually eithor 
early morning or early evening. Tho tond- 
oacy to suicido varies with tho occupation, 
and Is said to bo twico as great among arti- 
sans as It is among laborers; it is certainly 
much greater in cities than in rural dis- 
tricts, and increases with tho increase of 
civilization and education. The fact that 
married pooplo ara muoh less prono to sell- 
destruction than tho unmarried, may bo 
accounted for by tho theory of natural 
selection, as it is usually, and especially 


women, only tho more healthy both in 


mind and.body wb.o enter tho married state; 
whilo tho fact ol suicides among males being 
always so much more numerous than among 
females, is porhapsi, to a certain extoni to bo 
explained by tho former having a wider 
choico of means at tnoir disposal, and ready 
at band. Womon,ias a rulo, prefer to put an 
ond to thoir lives liy drowning; and as thoy 
may havo to travel a longdistance before be- 
ing able to accomplish their design, it is not 
unlikely that/they may sometimes repentand 
alter tholrfminds before their journoy's ond.

The heredity ot smicido, though not uni- 


versally conceded, 
ia admitted by most 


authorities, and according to somo tho ten- 
dency to self-destruction is more disposed to 
be hereditary than any other form of in- 
sanity. Certainly .1 great number of thoso 
who put an end to "hoir own lives aro rnoni- 
oors of families in which instances of 
suicide

occurred,

usually most stroug at somo particular age. 
Dr. Gall mentions the case of a Frenchman 
of property who killed himsolf, loavins u 
.orgo sum of mono}' to be divided among his 
seven children. Nono-of these met with any 
real misfortunes iu life, bet all succumbed, 
boforo attaining their fortieth year, to the 
mania for suicide. 


Intemperance, the root of half tho idiocy 


nnd a considerable percentage of tho insanity 
of tho country, is also largely contributory 
to tho rapidly increasing numbor of coses of 
self-murder. In the French classification, 
which is "generally admitted to be pretty 
true of all countries," 15 per cent, aro put 
down to drink, whilo SI per cent, are at- 
tributed to insanity, 23 per cent, to griof,and 
£8 per cent, to various other causos.

Georgie McDonald Seriously 


if not Fatally Burned l>y 


Gasoline.

An alarm or Firs Snnday Afternoon. 


At ten minutes to throe o'clock yester- 


day afternoon the west sido fire bell 
struck up a lively tune, which called tho 
lure department to the Church block on 
corn exchange. Tho firemen responded 
in double quick time, in fact it seldom 
occurs that they get out quicker and in 
bettor shape than yesterday. 


The fire-alarm was caused by tho burn- 


ing of gasoline in tha appartments oc- 
cupied by Mrs. McDonald, directly over 
Kreuger's nient market, Church's block, 
corn exchange, the fire being extin- 
guished before the department put water 
through the hoee. Tho origin of the iiro 
appears by the statements of Mra McDon- 
ald, and those first to enter tho room, 


McDonald -was 
stove 
which 


was situated 
close by 
a 
window, 


in tho window were aeveral jars and a 
bottle containing gasoline; while the 
stove was iu operation ouo of the chil- 
dren [attempted 
to 
remove 
some- 


thing from the \vindow, in doing which' 
the gasoline bottle was knocked off, fall- 
ing upon tho atovo and breaking, the 
contents immediately taking fire. The 
firo was first discovered by Mr. Wm- 
Cunningham, who resides on tho opposite 
aide o£ the street, who hurriod to the 
rescue. 
Going up the atairs of the 


Church block, Mr. Cunningham met lit- 
tle Goorgie McDonald coming down 
his clothes on lire. Ho took hold ot him 
and smothered tLo firo, and turning tho 
boy over to Mrs. McDonald. He then 
entered the room where tho fire waa 
burning, called for some [quilts, which 
being procured, tho flames were extin- 
guished with little material Jdamage to 
tho building. 


Dr. Q, O. Sutherland was called in to 


attend little Georgio, whou it was found 
that he was seriously burned on his left 
aido, 
abdomon, 
face, 
head, 
and 


left leg. His ton-mo and mouth were ulao 
badly burned, and to-day he is complam- 
ng ot paina in hia chest, which.indicate 
that he inhaled the Homos. The external 
burns are very aovore, while it is too soon 
to determine tha excont o' the internal 
injuries. - 


Little Goorgie McDonald is only seven 


yeara ot ago, yot ha h'aa mot with five al- 
most-fatal accidents. Throe times he has 
fallen into tho river; onco at tb.3 lower 
bridge, when it waa through considerable 
exertion that ho was restored to life; he 
alao fell into tho nvor at tho tannery 
above tho railroad bridge; and into 
tho raceway in front of tho woat sido en- 
gine houaa. Whon a babe ho waa badly 
scalded by upsetting a-boiling tea-pot; 
and now, the fifth time, by burning with 
gasoline. He bears his last mishap like 
a true hero.
